1. This is in response to a request for reference file July 16 th , 2003. 

2. Applicant argues that Examiner cited 10 references in rejecting the claims of the patent 
application but a copy of the following reference patent U.S. Patent 6,1 16,109 was not furnished 
to the applicant' representative. Applicant's representative respectfully request that the above 
reference be sent and the term set by the Office action of April 16 , 2002 be resetted with the 
mailing of such missing patent. 

3. Examiner respectfully denied such request. Applicant asserted that a copy of the 
reference U.S. Patent No. 6,119,109 was mailed to the applicant's representative. The listing of 
U.S. Patent 6,1 16,109 on the USPTO form 892 was in error. Examiner meant to list U.S. Patent 
No. 6,1 19,109 when a typo occurred an instead listed U.S. Patent No. 6,1 16,109.
